Robert M. Ruddell says that 
when he winds up a career of 
working with disadvaotaged 
children and youth, he hopes 
to write 
a 
book

"Brave Little Soldiers." 


"It's 
going to be a book 


about little kids who've been 
forced to make adult decisions 
and who have had to try to 
understand why big people do 
some of the stupid things that 
big people do," he said. 


And 
one of the 
book's 


characters, he's certain, will 
be 5-year-old Bruce Edward 
Sherer. 


Bruce is the boy who cap- 


tured attention last month 
when he was turned out of the 
family car near Falls City, 
Neb., to fend for himself. 


About 11 p.m. on Aug. 13, 


Bruce knocked on the door of 
the Quallis Me Ginnis home 
outside Falls City. 


"Daddy told me to get out 


and then he closed the car 
door," he explained to a 
reporter later, referring to his 


stepfather. "I tried to get 
back in, but he drove off so 
fast I couldn't." 


About a week later, the 


boy's mother, Mrs. Sharon 
Bell, 24, and 
stepfather, 


James Marion Bell, 29, of 
Mission, Kan., formerly of 
Edina, Minn., were taken into 
custody in Kansas. They sub- 
sequently pleaded guilty to 
child neglect charges and 
w e r e sentenced 
to three 


months in jail, a term they 
are still serving. 


Mrs. Bell and two younger 


children were in the auto 
when Bruce was forced out. 
The younger children, a boy 
and a girl, were placed in an 
Olathe, Kan., welfare home 
when the Bells went to jail. 


Children's Center 


Young Bruce was placed in 


the custody of the Nebraska 
Welfare Department and was 
delivered i n i t i a l l y to the 
Nebraska Center for Children 
and Y o u t h , which Rudell 
serves as superintendent.- 


It was a brief stopover. 
A potential adoptive home 


already had been lined up, 
and within hours, Bruce was 


beginning to make a slight 
and tentative attachment to 
new "parents." 


"From what I can gather, 


be is doing real well and I 
think it's great that on the 
surface, at least, he is making 
this transition," Rudell said. 


The l o c a t i o n of the 


youngster is a closely protect- 
ed secret. 


"It isn't go'.xl for a little 


guy to be a celebrity," Rudell 
explained. 


Many persons, responding to 


publicity, had ideas of their 
own about Brace's future, he 
said. 


"We've had people walk in, 


we've had letters and we've 
counted 50 telephone calls 
from people who wanted the 
boy. The social service de- 
partment downtown has had 
41 inquiries.' 


But anonymity is the objec- 


tive now, he said. 


"He's had enough publicity. 


What he needs is to get lost in 
the crowd with other 5-year- 
olds and begin to let some of 
the memories of the past 
fade, and have the experi- 
ences of a normal boy."

Gleason left the White House 


last fall to run the fund-raising 
effort that channeled as much 
as $2 million into a dozen states 
where GOP candidates were 
locked hi tight races trying to 
win control of the Senate. 


Nixon Ambassadors 


A number of President Nix- 


on's ambassadors have been 
identified as donors through 
Gleason. Other Nixon backers, 
including two members of the

Committee, also steered money 
through him, according to a

He 
said other checks forwarded by

Surcharge Removal Urged*

Pierre-Paul Schweitzer, manag- 
ing director of the International 
Monetary Fund, put pressure 
today on the United States for 
quick removal of its 10 per cent 
import surcharge. 


Schweitzer also called on the 


major industrialized 
countries 


to ge't a new set of values for 
their currencies to help resolve 
the

monetary 


deadlock. 


In his prepared opening ad- 


dress to the opening session of 
the

IMF 
meeting, 


Schweitzer also urged all na- 
tions concerned to contribute to 
currency realignment. 


The United States has been 


resisting devaluation of the dol- 
lar in terms of gold, action 
which many countries believe 
should be the United States' 
contribution to settling the im- 
passe. 


Balance of Payments 


"The surcharge can be justi- 


fied as a means of improving 
the U.S. blance of payments 
only until it is possible' to sup- 
plant it by effective action in

Schweitzer said. "Let me stress 
the importance of moving to an 
agreed solution on these two is- 
sues without delay." 


The major 10 industrialized 


non-Communist nations agreed 
Sunday on a plan to resolve the 
international crisis by the end 
of the year, with

scheduled in mid-October and 
late November focusing first on 
currency realignment and re- 
moval of the surcharge. 


Karl Schiller, West Germa-

Supreme Court Appointment Posslb !e for One 


Potential Woman Justice Nominees Won't Speculate

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


three women President Nixon 
has appointed to the federal 
bench are exercising judicious, 
if not judicial, discretion, each 
declining to comment on her 
chances of becoming the first 
female Supreme Court justice. 


Although no one can be sure 


of the President's support, Mrs. 
Nixon told reporters Thursday 
she was "talking it up" with 
her husband to appoint a wom- 
an to the high court. She men- 
tioned that the Preshtent had 
appointed three women to fed- 
eral courts—Cornelia G. Kenne- 
dy of the U.S. District Court in 
Michigan and Sylvia Bacon and 
both of the Superior Court of 
the District of Columbia. 


In case "they don't get one 


this time," Mrs. Nixon said, 
" t h e y ' r e grooming them. 
They'll be moved up to other 
courts." 


The next day, Mrs. Nixon 


said the White House is giving 
careful 
consideration 
to 
the 


idea of a woman on the court 
but added: "The trouble is, the 
best qualified women are too 
old." 


Other Possibilities 


In addition to the three wom- 


en singled out by Mrs. Nixon, 
others being mentioned in spec- 
ulation include Shirley M. Huf- 
stcdler, who as a member of 
the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Ap- 


peals is the nation's highest- 
ranking woman judge; Rita 
Hauser, a New York Republi- 
can once named by Nixon as a 
United Nations representative, 
and Jfary Gardner Jones, a 
member of the Federal Trade 
Commission.

peals Judge Harold M. Step- 
hens at a time when few wom- 
en were awai-ded such posi- 
tions. Afterwards, she returned 
to Detroit to practice law with 
her father, Elmer H. Groef- 
sema, a noted trial attorney. 


From 1952 until 1987, when 


she was elected to the 3rd Judi- 
cial Circuit Court in Wayne 


County. Judge Kennedy was a 
partner in the Detroit firm of 
Markle and Markle. 


Asked whether she

criminated against in the field 
of law, Judge Kennedy said, 
"Sometimes a woman has to be 
more fully prepared and has to 
do a lot better than a man, but 
personally I've been fortunate." 


D.C. Courts 


Judges Bacon and Johnson 


were both appointed to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia court a year 
ago. 


Judge Bacon, 40 and Republi- 


can, was executive assistant to 
the U.S. attorney here when 
she moved to the bench. 


Defining her legal philosophy 


as "generally that of a strict 
constructionist," Judge Bacon 
added: "Of course, the case 
and issue rather than the label 
are determinative." 


She said she is "particularly 


concerned about the lack of

Nixon and the Court 


The new vacancies on the United 


States Supreme Court, opened up 
because of the resignations for health 
reasons of Justices Black and Har- 
lan, give President Nixon the almost 
unprecedented opportunity of placing 
four members of his personal choice 
upon the high bench. 


The resignations are of two men, both 


called dissenters at different periods of 
the court's history but considerably

matters. This hi itself should ease the 
qualms of those who may disagree with 
the current trend of the court or its 
difference from the Warren court of 
almost the last two decades. If Justice 
Harlan could have been a major 
dissenter to many majority decisions 
and if Justice Black could be the same 
but to other decisions and at somewhat 
different times, it is a clear indication 
that the point of view of the members of 
the court is bound to change over the 
years, precedents or not. Sometimes 
belatedly and sometimes in advance, it 
represents or at least recognizes public 
opinion. This is also obviously true 
because, while the justices are ap- 
pointed, they are appointed by a man 
who is elected to public office and their 
appointments must be approved by 
other men and women so elected and 
who reflect the opinions of their con- 
stituents. 


Justice Harlan was a conservative 


who long ago held the point of view 
prevalent in many of the more recent 
decisions of the court that local govern- 
mental agencies should have quite a bit 
to say about laws legislated and en- 
forced in local areas without federal 
interference. Justice Black was a 
believer in practically the absolute 
nature of the Bill of Rights or at least of 
the First Amendment. To him the 
requirement that Congress should make 
no laws restraining freedom of speech 
meant that no government should make 


any such laws whether alleged ob- 
scenity, treason or sacrilege were in- 
volved. 


There is another aspect in the effects 


of judicial decisions of the high court in 
the nation. A defiant Andrew Jackson 
was the only president who publicly 
thumbed his nose at the court. In the 
struggle between Georgia and the 
federal government over Indian lands, 
Jackson upheld the state in spite of a 
Supreme Court decision to the contrary. 
"John Marshall has made his decision, 
now let him enforce it," was the famous 
statement he was supposed to have 
made. At least Jackson did write that 
"the decision of the Supreme Court has 
fell still born, and they find they cannot 
coerce Georgia to yield." 


But other presidential administra- 


tions have shown lack of cooperation. 
President Franklin Roosevelt tried to 
replace older members with whom he 
disagreed with his own choices. 
President Nixon's administration has 
not cooperated 
in 
desegregation 


decisions even of the Burger court. The 
way in which Supreme Court decisions 
are put into effect must always mean a 
great deal as to their effect. 


Alter the debacle of the two first men 


he appointed to the court—as well as the 
example of the outcry against President 
Johnson's appointment of Abe Fortas as 
chief justice and the latter's subsequent 
resignation — President Nixon is apt to 
be cautious to pick no one merely to 
please a particular segment of political 
support or a crony. He is likely to look 
carclully into the political philosophy of 
prospective appointees especially their 
views of the role of the federal govern- 
ment in local affairs. 


But the pendulum 
swings and 


probably it should and must swing. What 
is always needed on the Supreme Court 
— or any court — are men and women of 
high integrity and responsibility. Their 
political philosophies are not all that 
important. 


Smallpox Is Disappearing 


One has only to study old gravestones 


or read genealogical histories to realize 
how smallpox was once the scourge of 
the world including the United States.' 
Entire families are listed as wiped out. 
Those who survived carried the pock 
marks for lile. 


But now smallpox vaccination in the 


United States as a routine matter may 
soon end and even American citizens 
returning from foreign travel will not 
need evidence of recent vaccination 
unless they have come from areas where 
the deadly disease is still endemic. 


Such areas are limited. They include 


Ethiopia, the Sudan, some parts of India 
and Pakistan and near Nepal. There 
have been some cases recently reported 
in Indonesia and Afghanistan and some 
last year in Germany. But in a country 
like Great Britain m the last twenty 
years there were only 131 indigenous 
cases of the disease found and 47 deaths 
— while deaths from the vaccinations in 
the same period amounted to 100. In the 
United Stales no one caught the disease 
since 1949 although there was a scare 
some years ago when a traveler from 
Brazil passed through the United States 
to Canada with smallpox — bul no one 
caught it. Dr. Donald Henderson, ol the 
United States Public Health Service, 
currently working with the World Health 
Organisation, reports that 6 to 12 people 


from 
in the United States die each year 
the vaccinations. 


And yet health authorities are wisely 


cautious about ending vaccination 
programs. It was only a few years ago 
that people assumed that syphilis \\as 
on the way out because it responded so 
well to penicillin but its incidence, 
particularly among young people, is 
increasing today alarmingly. One 
reason obviously is complacency, 
whatever the possible changes in sexual 
mores. Dr. Frank Perkins, director of 
immuniological products control at 
Britain's National Institute for Medical 
Research, while agreeing with the new 
British policy of halting routine vac- 
cinations, warns that "proportion of 
Britain's nonimmune population will 
now increase and within a few \ears we 
shall need immediate emergency action 
should a case of smallpox enter the 
country ... An assumption has been 
made that the W.H.O. program is going 
to remove the disease from the world 
and this must be achieved beiore the risk 
o! importing smallpox is indeed reduced 
to insignificant levels." 


Smallpox can be eradicated because 


of its nature but it is still present in the 
world. There must be speculation, such 
as expressed somewhat by Dr. Perkins, 
as to what would happen if the majority 
of people were not immunized and a 
few cases appeared. 


Juggling Crime Statistics 


Reporters who cover the Justice 


Department are writing of a contest in 
news management which is supposed to 
be taking place between publicity men 
who labor for J. Edgar Hoover, director 
of the FBI, and those who write for Atty. 
Gen. John Mitchell. If it continues, the 
struggle is one in which the nation will be 
the loser. 


The over-simplification of the contest 


is that Hoover's men are used to turning 
out press releases about crime statistics 
with 
an 
aim 
of winning greater 


congressional appropriations while 
Mitchell's men arc trying to show that 
things arc 
getting better, just as 


President Nixon promised they would in 
his law and order election campaign 
theme. Some of Hoover's critics find it 
significant that FBI press releases now 
are subject to editing or rewriting higher 
up in the Justice Department, something 
which couldn't be brought off even when 
the place was run by Atty. Gen. Robert 
Kennedy, who happened 
to be the 


President's brother. 


But the average American, we 


suspect, is able to make his own con- 
clusions from what he observes in his 
own community rather than from the 
way statistics are packaged in 


Washington by either the FBI or the 
attorney general. Mitchell, in sum- 
marizing the latest FBI statistics, has 
made a big point of the fact that crime 
increased by 11.3 per cent for 1970 over 
19(59 compared with a 12 per cent in- 
crease in 1969 over 1968. Hopefully, there 
is a dent being made, and there should 
be. The federal law enforcement budget 
will have tripled, from $450 million to 
$1.3 billion, during Mr. Nixon's term. 


What the dispute over the latest FBI 


statistics again has emphasized is that 
the nation is talking in the past tense. It 
has to do something about the causes ol 
crime ranging from unemployment, to 
jammed courts, to prisons which do not 
rehabilitate and to ghetto housing. There 
also must be a realization that crime is a 
local problem despite the 
national 


campaign oratory. The federal govern- 
ment can provide the money and the 
leadership but the battle must be won on 
the state and local levels. 


Conflicting press releases from 


Hoover and Mitchell may make* for an 
interesting picture of two strong men 
who may have different concerns about 
what should come first. But the nation 
deserves more help in one of its major 
concerns than statistic juggling in high 
places.

WASHINGTON — At a 


minimum the rumors of 
trouble in China make it clear 
that there is a lot of unsettled 
internal business in Peking. 
That fact casts President 
Nixon's projected trip in a 
curious double light 
, On the one hand, Peking's 
internal preoccupation puts a 
low celling on what the 
President 
can 
actually 


achieve. On the other, it is 
urgent that Mr. Nixon open a 
line to the Chinese regime 
before adverse developments 
shut off even that possibility. 


At the center of the un- 


certainty there is Mao Tse- 
tung. He is 77, and has been 
out of things for some time. 
But for more than two decades 
he has been the source of light 
and inspiration for millions of 
Chinese. 
Anything 
that 


happened to him would be 
bound to shake the country 
and the regime. 


Succession Uncertain 


The more so as the suc- 


cession seems uncertain. 
Marshal Lin Piao, to be sure, 
is the designated successor. 
But his health has also been 
doubtful. All reports indicate 
that he is not a dominating 
figure. 


Without Mao, his support 


would have to rest heavily on 
the army. But Lin was only 
one of four field army com- 
manders during the civil war. 
His claims to primacy among 
the 
military 
are 
not 


unrivalled. 


No more certain is the final 


end of that terrible disruption 
known 
as 
the Cultural 


Revolution. Its foremost 
promoters have been cut back 
one by one. Chen Po-ta, Mao's 
former secretary who was the 
director 
of the Cultural 


Revolution, is clearly in 
disgrace. 


But at least two of his 


colleagues are not. Chang 
Chun-chiao, the party first 


Kraft 


secretary in Shanghai, and 
Yao Wen-youan, his deputy in 
Shanghai who some believe to 
be Mao's son-in-law, have both 
appeared recently in Peking 
with Premier Chou En-lai. 


What all this means — and 


the reason the rumors fly so 
thick — is that the Chinese 
political structure is shaky. 
Given this basic shakiness, it 
is very hard to see how Peking 
can further this country's 
diplomatic purposes. On the 
contrary, a distinct limitation 
is placed on Peking's ability to 
act in two major matters 
currently an issue — the 
Vietnamese war and relations 
with the Soviet Union. 


With respect to Vietnam, 


Peking seems never to have 
favored unification through a 
quick military victory by 
Hanoi. Pressure from the 
Chinese now could dispose the 
Vietnamese to accept the 


terms President Nixon is 
getting ready to offer. 


It's Cutting Edge 


But the North Vietnamese 


struggle is billed throughout 
the Communist world as the 
cutting-edge of revolution. 
Only a unified leadership in 
Peking could gainsay that 
claim by pressure to settle. 
The 
present 
uncertain 


leadership 
practically 


guarantees that China will be 
obliged to give Hanoi all-out 
support 


As for the Soviet Union, the 


Russian hope is that the next 
leadership change in Peking 
can be used to reinstate the old 
alliance. Any sign of division 
in China can only foster that 
hope. 
Thus there 
is a 


diminishing possibility that 
Mr. Nixon can use the trip to 
Peking to put pressure on 
Moscow. 


But even as the poor 


prospects for a diplomatic 
payoff from the China trip 
become evident, the need to 
make the trip is increasingly 
underlined. The central fact is 
that the developing relations 
between Washington and 
Peking hang by a thread. So 
far only two Chinese leaders 
— Premier Chou En-Lai and 
Chairman Mao-Tse-tung — 
have become publicly iden- 
tified with the opening toward 
this country. 


They could easily be snuffed 


out So it is particularly urgent 
that Sino-American relations 
be widened and regularized in 
the near future. Though that is 
probably the most Mr. Nixon 
can achieve on his trip, it is 
reason aplenty for going.

Fox Valley school admin- 


istrators praise the concept of 
year-round schools as long as 
taxpayers don't expect sub- 
stantial savings. 


For, as most of them point- 


ed out, there are two ques- 
tions to ask about what in 
school lingo is known as the 
"extended year." Does it save 
money? And, does it improve 
the quality of education? 


The answer to one does not 


necessarily depend on the 
other. Nor do school systems 
need both reasons to adopt the 
plan. 


Two systems often cited as 


examples of successfully run 
year-round schools — Atlanta, 
Ga. and Lockport, HI. — each 
stepped into the plan with one 
of the reasons. 


For Alanta it was educa- 


tional quality. School officials 
made it understood from the 
outset of planning that the 
taxpayers w o u l d have to 
spend more. This fall is the 
start of its third full year of 
operation. 


So far only the high schools 


in Atlanta are year-round on 
what is called the quarter 
system, in which the year is 
divided into quarters of three 
months each. Students must 
attend three. They are allow- 


ed to decide which ones 


A little more than three- 


fourths of the district might 
attend school at any one time, 
because some students might 
attend all four quarters. They 
may be making up for fail- 
ures, picking up credits for 
earlier graduation or taking 
classes in such subjects as 
driver's education or typing 
that might interfere with their 
basic courses during the other 
three quarters.

elementary level. 


Under this kind of schedul- 


ing, students attend school for 
45 days at a time and then 
vacation 15 days four times a 
year. Three-fourths of the 
student body is in school at 
any one time. While one group 
is on vacation, the other three 
are in school. As one group 
returns 
to school another 


starts its vacation, so that in 
the full 60-day cycle each 
group has its turn. 


The school year is still 180 


days long, but it is staggered. 
Lockport has kept the tradi- 
tional Christmas and Easter 
one-week breaks. 


Lockport, a suburb of Chi- 


cago, adopted (he plan after 
21 consecutive tax increases. 
The city's district grows at 
the rate of 75 to 100 pupils a 
year. Construction, however, 
was only deferred. Now the 
district has to spend $7.5 
million on construction, be- 
cause of its growth rate. 


So far, no school district in 


Wisconsin has adopted the 
plan, but a number of them 
including Neenah and Mena- 
sha, have studied it closely, 
and one (Racine) has plans to 
run a trial of it next fall. 


The Racine decision has a 


history somewhat like Lock- 
port's, which, according to 
administrators, is usually the 
incentive to look into the idea 
in the first place — over- 
crowding. 


According to Racine School 


Supt. C. Richard Nelson, a 
citizens' committee originally 
had recommended testing the 
45-15 plan on the elementary 
level. The school board, which 
was receptive to the recom- 
mendation, t h o u g h t there 
would be advantages to trying 
it at the high school level 
instead. 


Racine Hopes to Solve 
Junior High Crowding 


The board's reasoning was 


that Racine, a rattier large 
system w i t h three high 
schools, h a s serious over- 
crowding in its junior high 
schools, which operated on 
split shifts. Using the high 
schools year-round, N e l s o n 
explained, w o u l d increase 
their present capacity of 2,200 
to 2,500 to approximately 3,- 
300, an increase big enough to 
accommodate the city's ninth 
graders. W i t h the ninth 
graders attending classes in 
the high schools, the junior 
high overcrowding would be 
relieved.

Nelson said that one prob-

Nelson sees more advan- 


tages than disadvantages to 
the plan, however, and is 
enthusiastic. Like most ad- 
ministrators, he thinks that 
the success or failure of the 
plan will depend far more on 
the community's attitude man 
on scheduling problems. 


If the community were to 


generally oppose the plan, 
Nelson said, "it wouldn't be 
worth it. Nothing will work if 
foiced." 


He said that the sentiment 


is "about the same as that for 
a referendum," Since the sys- 
tem has a year to "inform the 
community of our thinking" 
and the recommendation 
originally came from a lay 
committee, Nelson is optimis- 
tic 


Community Reception 


Is Prime Concern 


Local school administrators 


questioned about the kind of 
attention the y e a r - r o u n d 
school plan received in their 
districts emphasized, like Nel- 
son, that this factor — com- 
munity reception — influenced 
their opinions of the plan 
more than any other. 


Most of them see definite 


educational advantages to the 
plan, but as Kimberly Supt. 
Ray Hamann said "The tax- 
payer wants it mo less expen- 
sive than the regular year and 
there is no question that it 
costs more hi the first few 
years." 


In February of 1968, both 


the 
Neenah and Menasha 


school districts wrote exten- 
sive separate reports on their 
studies of the extended year. 


The Neenah report did not 


definitely say that the extend- 
ed year would be more expen- 
sive in the long run, because 
"there is no year-round ex- 
perience in the Neenah Joint 
School District to provide 
actual cost figures. 
Much 


more tune and research talent 
than is now available to the 
committee would be needed to 
provide any reliable estimates 
on comparative costs." 


The report did recognize 


what Hamann pointed out. 
The first few years will cost 
more. The schools would have 
to install air 
conditioning, 


books would wear out faster 
and school buses would have 
to run all year round, to 
mention just a few items, 


Menasha's conclusion about 


costs was more definite. "No 
evidence presently exists that 
any real economies are real- 
ized 
through an extended 


school year. "While building 
costs may be avoided, addi- 
tional operational costs erode 
whatever 
potential 
savings 


might be anticipated." Men- 
asha examined both the Lock- 
port and Atlanta systems. 


Teachers' Salaries 
Would Boost Costs 


The item both reports said 


would most inflate the cost of 
the year-round system was 
yearlong teachers' salaries. 
Nelson, of Racine, however, 
thought t h a t despite the 
salary increases, "in the long 
run there won't be much 
additional cost," mainly be- 
cause "we won't need to 
increase the staff." 


Salaries aside, teachers are 


a prime source of adminis- 
trators' 
reluctance to em- 


brace the extended year for 
other reasons. Menasha said 
in its 1968 report that teacher 
recruitment m i g h t become 
difficult, since many teachers 
like summers off for study, 
tiavel or watching their own 
children. 


Nelson brought out the other 


side of the question. "Most of 
our teachers take courses in 
the evening or on weekends 
anyway," and he said the plan 
would be a boon to bread- 
winners who scramble for 
summer jobs. 


The problem has a simple 


solution: Racine plans to offer 


j teachers the option of teach- 


I ing three or four sessions and 


the chance to choose which 
session they want for vaca- 
tion, if they choose three. 


Besides expectation of sav- 


ings, communities have other 
attitudes which condition ad- 
ministrators' thinking.

Any study of housing in- 


volves a study of the past, she 
said, but emphasized that it is 
something that should not be 
dwelled on in the classroom 
unless students are particular- 
ly interested in a certain 
period of history and wish to 
know more about it. 


Citing social economic fac- 


tors 
and changes 
in our 


society as important to future 
housing trends, she said it is 
important to knov; about pop- 
ulation trends although these 
are not always predictable. In 
spite of the recent population 
slow down in this country, she 
pointed to a need in this 
country for many new housing 
units in the next 10 years.

We have learned about 
old and new forms and about 
several possibilities for solv- 
ing our housing problems. 


She talked about the me- 


chanical core being manu- 
factured by one company. The 
heart of the house, it includes 
the kitchen, bath and heating 
areas — the most expensive 
part of the house. Pre-manu- 
factured to be set in place, 
the rest of the house is built 
around it. 


One out of every three new 


homes started in Wisconsin 
last'year was a mobile home, 
according to Mrs. Baird. be- 
cause the cost for convention- 


al homes was out of reach of 
a big segment of our society. 


Besides t h e conventional 


mobile homes, she talked 
about the development of fi- 
berglass modular units that 
are bolted together. 
Other 


units are being made of high 
density urthane foam, which 
she says is an inexpensive 
way to enclose space and one 
that has great possibilities. 
"But it still has not been 
accepted because it doesn't 
look like conventional hous- 
ing." 


Mrs. B a i r d , closed by 


challenging the home econ- 
omists to lead the way in 
these new modular designs. 
' Don'l wait," she said, "until 
someone else has done it and 
then sit back and complain. 
Make sure that future housing 
provides for all the necessities 
of man and that it is housing 
that not only supports life but 
also enriches and sustains

Bruce knocked on the door of 
the Quallis Me Gmnis home 
outside Falls City. 


"Daddy told me to get out 


and then he closed the car 
door," he explained to a 
reporter later, referring to his 


stepfather. "I tried to get 
back in, but he drove off so 
fast I couldn't." 


About a week later, the 


boy's mother, Mrs. Sharon 
Bell, 24, and 
stepfather, 


James Marion Bell, 29, of 
Mission, Kan., formerly of 
Edina, Minn., were taken into 
custody in Kansas They sub- 
sequently pleaded guilty to 
child neglect charges and 
w e r e sentenced 
to three 


months in jail, a term they 
are still serving.

children were in the auto 
when Bruce was forced out. 
The younger children, a boy 
and a girl, were placed in an 
Olathe, Kan., welfare home 
when the Bells went to jail.

and within hours, Bruce was 


beginning to make a slight 
and tentative attachment to 
new "parents." 


"From what I can gather, 


he is doing real well and I 
think it's great that on the 
surface, at least, he is making 
this transition," Rudell said. 


The l o c a t i o n of the 


youngster is a closely protect- 
ed secret. 


"It isn't good for a little 


guy to be a celebrity," Rudell 
explained. 


Many persons, responding to

"We've had people walk in,
